Modules" to clients

The so-called "Liberman 
Modules" were developed by 
Professor R.P Liberman, pro¬ 
fessor of psychology and di¬ 
rector of the Clinical 
Research Center for Schizo¬ 
phrenia and Psychiatric Re¬ 
habilitation in Las Angeles. 
His program has been trans¬ 
lated into at least 15 lan¬ 
guages. 

Care manager of PAAZ, 
Renatevan Dangen, recently 
explained that on Arub a they 
conducted a 'Train the 
Trainer' program with 11 par¬ 
ticipants in January and 


March together with an ex¬ 
pert on the Liberman Mod¬ 
ules from the RING 
Institution m Holland. 

As of January 2D13 PAAZ 
has been offering the Liber¬ 
man Moduls course to six 
clients, who are ambulant 
clients of PAAZ. The clients 
receive the program, offered 
once weekly. This was re¬ 
ceived enthusiastically and 
positively according to the 
ward's psychiatrist for chil¬ 
dren and young people, 
Meliza Lopez 

Professor Liberman's 


course is geared toward guid¬ 
ing and teaching clients who 
have suffered from psychosis 
and has lost the ability of cer¬ 
tain social skills and are un¬ 
able to function socially, to 
acquire these skills again. In 
this manner the client can 
again lead a more productive 
life and be able to interact 
with other members of their 
community. 

Jeroen van Geest, social 
woker at PAAZ, explained 
that while the material is in 
Dutch, they were able to use 
it for these six clients who 
have a fair grasp of the Dutch 
language. The intention is to 
trail si ate th e pro gr am ev entu- 
ally into Papiatnento. The 
program has been well re¬ 
ceived on Aruba. The Liber¬ 
man program approaches the 
client as a student, an active 
student. Liberman is the most 
important representative of 
rehabilitation with a focus on 
problem solving in rehabilita¬ 
tion centers in the USA 

The group currently in the 
training program will soon b e 



able id put what they have 
learned into practice at home. 
PAAZ 1 mam goal is to help 
clients to manage and func¬ 
tion as independently as pos¬ 
sible, hence makes every 
effort to avoid that clients 
must be admitted into the 
Center for long stays 

Although it has only been 
six months since using this 
program, according to Van 
Geest, there is a notable dif¬ 
ference in the functionality of 
the clients in the program. 
The training is very interac¬ 
tive and geared toward prac¬ 
tice. 

The different modules 
consist of the management 
o f ant; -p sy cho ti c me di cation, 
management of psychotic 
complaints, learning to live 
with certain conditions, time 
management, and addiction 
management. 

According to Lopez, it 
will take at least six months 
of training that is by the end 
of the year 2013, to be able to 
determine how well the client 
has done ’with the help of the 
program, and to measure the 
overall success of the pro¬ 
gram.

The subject of security was 
the topic of discussion as 
partners met during our Na¬ 
tional Social Dialogue Dif¬ 
ferent sessions have been 
held where representatives of 
the different unions and busi¬ 
nesses sat together with the 
government to explore all as¬ 
pects of the general welfare 
and security of the island 

According to the Minister 
□ f Justice, Arthur Dowers, 
not only the cooperation and 
support, but also the contri¬ 
bution of funds from unions 
and businesses is essential to 
guarantee the security of 
Aruba Especially m the case 
of the security cameras winch 
will placed at strategic points, 
the contribution of the busi¬ 
ness community is crucial 

The so-called "camera 
toesicht project," (security 
camera project) will be in¬ 
stalled at different areas 
where there is high traffic and 
movement of people such as 
in the hotel areas, our 
beaches, in San Nicolaas and 
aimed at different main 
streets. Such a project has a 
high price tag The installa¬ 
tion and daily operation can 
be very costly. The mainte¬ 
nance of the system is also 
necessary in order to guaran¬ 
tee its success 

The Minister has also inti¬ 
mated that such a project 
could eventually be expanded 
into residential areas, partic¬ 
ularly in residential areas 
where there are problems 
with drugs and/or violence 
Said cameras can serve as 
preventative means. Also,, 
around our schools would be 
ideal locations for such de¬ 
vices 

The National Social Dia¬ 


logue will conclude with the 
signing of a protocol in 
which the government and 
the community leaders are in 
p artnership with each other to 
reach the goals established in 
this document According to 
Dowers, the government will 
continue to exercise ail ef¬ 
forts to guarantee our secu¬ 


rity, but that everyone must 
be willing to da their part to 
make it happen. 

It is important to create a 
broad platform to support the 
work being done by the gov¬ 
ernment. They hoped to have 
achieved said platform at the 
conclusion of tins Social Di¬ 
alogue

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Vice President Joe Biden said 
Thursday he aims far com¬ 
pletion of a huge trans-Pa- 
cific trade deal in 201 X as he 
outlined efforts to embrace 
Asia and broaden global 
prosperity 

Biden, who embarks early 
next week on an official visit 
to India and Singapore, said 
the Trans-Pacific Partnership 
(TPP) that would encompass 
40 percent d£ the world's 
economy will be the perfect 
vehicle far updating global 
trade standards. 

"Not only is this ambi¬ 
tious, tins TPP effort of ours, 
we believe it is doable, and 
we are working hard to get 
this done tins year," Biden 
said m a speech highlighting 
the US strategic pivot to 
Asi a. 

Delegations from Aus¬ 


tralia, Brunei, Canada, Chile; 
Jap an, M al ay si a, M exi c o,. 
New T Zealand, Peru, Singa¬ 
pore, the United States and 
Vietnam hope to conclude the 
pact before the Asia Pacific 
Economic Cooperation 
(APEC) summit in Bali in 
October. 

Biden said President 
Barack Obama's administra¬ 
tion was reaching Dut to 
emerging economies as well 
as established giants like 
China and India -- neither of 
winch are part, of the TPP 

'We firmly believe this 
(trade pact) will be a strong 
incentive for other nations to 
raise their standards as well," 
he said. 

Tire vice president reiter¬ 
ated his and Obama's unwa¬ 
vering commitment to 
" reb al an c e" t o w ard Asi a. 

Ensuring geo-political sta¬ 


bility, reducing "the risk of 
mistake and miscalculation" 
and peaceful resolution of 
territorial disputes such as 
those in the South China Sea 
could lead to even greater 
economic gams in the region, 
Biden said. 

"Imagine what could hap¬ 
pen if growing Asi a-Pacific 
middle classes could help lift 
the global economy even 
more than they already are," 
he said. 

He stressed that the 
United States remained fully 
engaged with Europe, with 
which it is also in trade talks, 
and the Middle East, where 
Secretary of State John Kerry 
has conducted months of 
shuttle diplomacy. 

"Folks, that's what big 
powers do," Biden assured 
the audience at George Wash¬ 
ington University. 


OTTAWA (AFP) - Police an¬ 
nounced Thursday they had 
found four more bodies amid 
the rums of Lac-Megantic, 
the Quebec town devastated 
when an oil tanker train de¬ 
railed and exploded, bringing 
the body count to 42 

Authorities said they are 
still searching £df remains 
after the accident, in which 
some 50 are presumed tD 
have died. 

"We have found four more 
victims," Quebec police in¬ 
spector Michel Forget told a 
press conference. 

The coroner added that 1 9 


of the 42 victims have so far 
been identified, after 
painstaking forensic exami¬ 
nation. 

The Montreal, Maine & 
Atlantic Railway's runaway 
oil tanker tram derailed on 
July fi in Lac-Megantic, a re¬ 
sort town of 6,000 near the 
C an a da- US b order. Wave s a f 
fire gutted several streets in 
the town center 

The railway's chairman 
said last week the disaster ap - 
peared to have been caused 
by an engineer's failure to 
properly set hand brakes on 
the tram

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Detroit becomes largest US 
city to file for bankruptcy 



CHICAGO (AFP) -The city of 
Detroit on Thursday became 
the largest city m US In story to 
hie for bankruptcy protection, 
court documents showed. 

Once the fourth largest US 
city, Detroit has seen its popu¬ 
lation shrink by more than half 
from I S million in 1950 to 
dS5,QD0 today, as crime, flight 
to die suburbs and die hollow¬ 
ing out of the auto industry 
have eaten away at its founda¬ 
tions. 

"The citizens of Detroit need 
and deserve a clear road out of 
die cycle of ever-decreasing 


services,' Michigan Governor 
Rick Snyder said tn a letter ac¬ 
companying the court hhug 
"Hie only feasible path to a 
stable and solid Detroit is to file 
for bankruptcy protection" 
Detroit stopped making 
payments on some of its $ 1S. 5 
billion of debt and obligations 
last month 

Snyder appointed an emer¬ 
gency manager with a back¬ 
ground m bankruptcy earlier 
dns year to restructure Detroit's 
finances. 

He said he had "very much 
hoped" the move would help 


the city avoid bankruptcy but 
that now it is time to "face the 
fact, that the City cannot and is 
not paying its debts as they be¬ 
come due and is insolvent." 

Hell ste d a h d st o f probl ems 
that prove Detroit cannot meet 
its obligations to its citizens ei¬ 
ther. 

The homicide rate is the 
hi gliest m ne ally 4 0 years, and, 
for more than two decades, De¬ 
troit has been on the list, of the 
most dangerous cities in die 
United States. 

Pea pie have to wait an aver¬ 
age of 58 minutes for die police 
to respond to their calls, com¬ 
pared with an average of 11 
minutes n ati onwi de. 

Alack of funds for mainte¬ 
nance and repairs means only a 
third of tlie city's ambulances 
work and police cars and fire 
trucks are also in poor condi¬ 
tion. 

There are 73,000 abandoned 
buildings scattered across die 
city, and 40 percent of die 
streetlights don't work. 

The city's tax rate has 
reached its legal limit and even 
if it could raise rates, residents 
cant afford tD pay more, Sny¬ 
der said 


Lawmakers threaten to limit 
powers of US spy agency 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Lawmakers on Wednesday ac¬ 
cused US intelligence agen¬ 
cies of trampling on 
Americans' privacy rights and 
threatened to limit die govern¬ 
ment's authority tD scoop up 
phone records on a massive 
scale. 

At a House Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee hearing, members from 
both p ardes b erated senior of¬ 
ficial s over the collection of 
bulk phone data as beyond the 
limits of the US Constitution 
as well as legislation adopted 
by Congress. 

"I think that very clearly, 
this program has gone off the 
tracks legally," said Represen¬ 
tative Zoe Lafgren o f Cali for¬ 


ma. 

The hearing focused on die 
government's far-reaching 
surveillance activities that 
have come under intense 
scrutiny after leaks from a for¬ 
mer intelligence contractor, 
Edward Snowden, who re¬ 
vealed the National Security 
Agency (NSA) was collecting 
phone "meta-data" and trawl¬ 
ing dirough Internet traffic to 
look for terror suspects. 

But senior justice and intel¬ 
ligence officials insisted the 
data mining of phone records 
is designed solely to prevent 
terrorist, attacks and that it is 
reviewed by a secret court 
while abiding by the Patriot 
Act adopted by Congress 


Biden refuses to 
rule out 2016 
presidential bid 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Vice President Joe Biden 
raised the possibility of a 
fresh tilt, at the White House 
m 20Id in an interview with 
GQ magazine published on 
Thursday. 

The 70-year-old former 
senator, who has already 
made two unsuccessful bids 
for the presidency in 19SS 
and 2003, suggested he could 
run for die Democrat!c nomi¬ 
nation if his health allowed it 

"I can die a happy man 
never having been president 
of the United States of Amer¬ 
ica, 1 he told GQ. "Butit does¬ 
n't mean I won't run " 

President Barack Obama 
chose Biden as his running 
mate after winning the epic 
battle for the Democratic 
n omm ation m 2 0 0 S. 

Biden could also face a 
challenge from Hillary Clin¬ 
ton, Obama’s closest rival in 
the 2008 nomination battie 
who is being heavily tipped as

look on the United States on Thursday id "stable" from "neg¬ 
ative," citing tire federal government's progress in putting debt 
on a more sustainable path. 

Moody's ta today moved the outlook on the Aaa government 
bond rating of the United States back to stable, replacing die 
negative outiook that has been in place since August 2011," 
the company said in a statement 

M oo dy's also pointed out the top triple-A rating was still war¬ 
ranted on US sovereign debt. 

M do dy's said die outlook upgrade reflected its view “that die 
federal government's debt trajectory is on track to meet the cri¬ 
teria laid cut in August 2011 for a return to a stable outlook "

That is a dramatic turnaround 
for die ailing peace icon, who 
just weeks ago was thought to 
be close to death. 

Mandela was rushed to 
hospital on June 8 with a re¬ 
curring lung infeed oo tiiat had 
already put him in hospital 
three times in less tiian a year. 

Outside die Pretoria facil¬ 
ity which has been the focal 
point of a national vigil far the 
last 41 days, there were joy¬ 
ous scenes. 

Revellers sang anti- 
apartheid struggle songs, 
school children read poems 
dedicated to a man nearing the 
end of his long walk that to ok 
him from political prisoner to 
South Africa's first black pres¬ 
ident. 

Tata (father) Mandela has 
once again proved that he is a 
fi ght er," s ai d well - wi sh er

The residents of El Terrero, 
El Cubo and El Remanse took 
refuge in the mam church of 
Sail Miguel Totolapan. Au¬ 
di orities have begun to relo¬ 
cate them to other towns and 
some 500 were still in die

Sergio Lara.

Stone boycott over 
'Bomber* cover 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
7-Eleven convenience store 
chain became the latest US na¬ 
tional retailer to boycott the 
newest issue of Rolling Stone 
over its cover story on Boston 
bombing suspect Dzhokhar 
Tsamaev 

It joined drug store giants 
CVS and Walgreens, which 
announced on Wednesday that 
they will not sell the magazine, 
winch critics accuse of "glam¬ 
orizing terrorism.* 

Hie retailer has about 1,700 
c omp any - o wne d sto res and 
some 5,9 DO 7/11 -franchised 
outlets, she said. 

Pharmacy chain Rite Aid 
has also joined the boycott, ac¬ 
cording to media reports, 
while Boston-area supermar¬ 
ket chain Roche Bros an¬ 
nounced Wednesday it would 
not sell the latest Rolling Stone 
issue. 


Tire magazine's cover pic¬ 
ture -- showing a goateedTsar- 
naev, 19, staling sadly at the 
camera with tousled brown 
curly hair — was likened to a 
famous Rolling Stone cover of 
the late singer Jim Morrison of 
"Hie Doors." 

Boston mayor Thomas 
Menino blasted the story in a 
letter to Rolling Stone pub¬ 
lisher Jann Wenner, calling the 
provocative cover an “obvious 
marketing strategy" to gener¬ 
ate publicity and sales 

"Your August cover re¬ 
wards a terrorist with celebrity 
treatment. It is ill-conceived, at 
best, and re affirms a terrible 
message that destruction gains 
fame far killers and their 
'causes'," he wrote 

Hie Rolling Stones article, 
titled "The Bomber" on the 
frontpage, was described by 
the magazine as a "deeply re¬ 
ported account of the life and 
times" of Tsamaev 

Versions of the Tsamaev 
photo have previously b een re¬ 
produced by other outlets, but 
Rolling Stone's use of the 
image has offended many in a 
country still shocked by the 
carnage at this year's Boston 
Marathon 

Tsamaev faces a 30-count 
indictment — including 17 
counts punishable by death -- 
for Ins r ole m the April 15 twin 
blasts at the city's marathon 
that killed three people and

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Some £5,000 residents have 
been ordered to evacuate in the 
face of a raging wildfire near 
Palm Springs in California, of¬

Nearly 3,000 firefighters are 
battling the so-called Moun¬ 
tain fire, which has ravaged 
some 32,300 acres in the San 
Bemadmo National Forest east 
of Los Angeles, and is only 15 
percent contained on its fourth 
day.

Some 30 children remain ill 
in ho spitals in the state capital 
Patna and the city of Chhapra 
after eating the food, which 
initial tests showed may have 
been tainted with insecticide. 

Children elsewhere in the 
state were dumping their meals 
in bins or refusing even to 
touch them, despite pleas from 
school officials that the 
tragedy would not recur, a sen¬ 
ior state government official 
said.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
These viruses are so big they 
might just be your ancestors. 

Two newly discovered 
viruses are twice as large as the 
previous record-holders and 
in ay represent a completely 
new r life form, French scien¬ 
tists reported in the US journal 
Science. 

Researchers say they were 
‘extremely surprised" by the 
discoveiy of what they are 
c allin g “ Panda raviru se s, “ 

which are not believed to be 
tlie type that make people ack. 

Instead, what is most inter¬ 
esting about them is their 
giant-sized genome -- from 
1,900 to 3,5QD genes -- way 
more than viruses like in¬ 
fluenza, which has ID. Hu¬ 
mans, by comparison, have 
about HDOQ. 

The previous record for a 
virus was 1,200 genes, in the 
discoveiy of the Megavirus 
chilensis Before that was the 
Mimivirus with around 1,000 
genes, discovered by tire same 
team of' scientists a decade 
ago 

Viruses are typically not 
deemed to qualify as a form of 
life, hut some scientists say 
these giant viruses merit con¬ 
sideration as a new kind of liv¬ 
ing object 

One, Pandoravirus sahnus, 
was found on sediment off the 
coast of Las Cruces, Chile. 

The other, Pandoravirus 
dulcis, was found in the muck 
af a pond in Melbourne, Aus¬ 
tralia. 

They are visible under a 
light microscope and look to 
have more m common with 
cells; than other known viruses. 

Pandoraviruses come from 



said researchers Jean-Michel 
Clavene, a professor at the 
school of medicine at Aix- 
Maiseille University and 
Chantal Abergel, director Df re¬ 
search at France's National 
Center for Scientific Research 
(CNRS). 

Their container-like shape 
and unique set of genes "made 
us associate them to the Pan¬ 
dora box. The opening of the 
box will definitively break the 
foundations of what we 
thought viruses were," the re¬ 
searchers said in an email to 
AFP 

Most of their genes appeal 1 
unfamiliar to scientists, and 
they contain code for proteins 
and enzymes that "do un¬ 
known things,* the authors 
said. 

That means, according to 
tlie researchers, that Pando¬ 
raviruses may come from a 
"different tree of life alto¬ 
gether," than the three domains 
of life known t.o science as 
bacteria, single-celled micro¬ 
organisms known as archaea. 
and eukarya which includes 
fungi, plants and animals. 

According to Gustavo Cae- 


sitv of Illinois who was not in¬ 
volved with tlie research but 
studies giant viruses, his the¬ 
ory is that they descended from 
a cell 

If true, "then we will have 
two kinds of ancestors -- an an¬ 
cestor that is shared between 
viruses and cells and an ances¬ 
tor shared by all the cellular 
sup er kingdoms, he tot d AFP 

"Hie problem here is more 
from an evolutionary point of 
view. Where do these viruses 
come from? 

"They are definitely part of 
something that we do not. un¬ 
derstand veiy well and that has 
tlie same complexity as cells." 

It may be that viruses that 
make people sick are "part of a 
lineage that go rogue," he 
added. 

Meanwhile, the majority of 
viruses may be good guys that 
sow genetic diversity among 
Earth's life forms. 

Tlie French scientists said 
they are hopeful that the dis¬ 
covery will lead to funding 
more research into how these 
Pandoraviruses operate, which 
could inform future biotech 
and biomedical innovations 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
new kind of surgical knife can 
tell cancerous from healthy tis¬ 
sue m seconds and may help 
improve tumor removal in tlie 
operating room, according to 
research published, Wednes¬ 
day. 

Known as the iKnife, the 
tool analyzes the vapor given 
off as surgeons use electrical 
current to cut away tissue -- 
and it reports in real time 
whether the tissue is cancerous 
or not 

Tlie lKnife uses mass spec¬ 
trometry to examine the surgi¬ 
cal smoke given off by 
evaporating tissue, alerting tlie 
surgeon in three seconds as to 
what it contains. 

The iKnife was tested on 
tissue samples from 30? pa¬ 
tients, including those with tu¬ 
mors of the stomach, colon, 
liver, lung, breast and brain, 
and later m the operating room 
during 91 procedures tD cut 
tumor tissue away. 

Tlie lKnife, known for¬ 
mally as rapid evaporative ion¬ 
ization mass spectrometry 
(RE 1M S), mat eh ed p o st -o p er- 
ative analysis by histopathol¬ 
ogy m all 91 cases, die study

GENEVA (AFP) - Six more 
people, most of them health 
care workers, have contracted 
the deadly MERS virus in 
Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates, the World 
H ealdi Or gam zati on s at d 
Thursday. 

Hie UN's health body said 
that four health care workers 
from two hospitals in Abu 
Dhabi had contracted MERS, 
short for Middle East Respira¬ 
tory Syndrome eoronavirus, 
after eating far a patient who 
had fallen ill with the disease 

Hie announcement came 
amid growing concern about 
tlie spread of the virus that so 
far has killed 45 of the total SB 
people confirmed to have con¬ 
tracted it, especially as worst- 
hit Saudi Arabia braces for the 
Muslim hajj pilgrimage. 

On Saturday, Saudi Arabia, 
which counts 67 cases and 3£ 
deaths to date, urged tlie eld¬ 
erly and chronically ill, as well 
as children and pregnant 
women, not to perform tlie 
hajj 

And WHO's emergency 
committee has been meeting 
for the first time since tlie 2009 
H1N1 influenza outbreak, al¬ 
though it concluded on 
Wednesday that it was still too 
early to step up tlie level of 
alert and declare an interna¬ 
tional public health emergency 

It did however say tlie WHO 
should help nations boost sur¬ 
veillance and laboratory capac¬ 
ity and Id do more to inform 
the public about how to reduce

Sales of Lumia, the smart¬ 
phone on which the troubled 
company has bet its future, 
rose by 32 percent from the 
previous quarter to 7.4 million 
units.

SYDNEY — An Australian re¬ 
search firm Thursday launched 
what is being touted as the 
world's first anti-shark wetsuit, 
using new discoveries about 
the predators' eyesight to 
stave off or evade an attack. 

Working in conjunction with 
the University of Western Aus¬ 
tralia's (UWA) Oceans Institute, 
entrepreneurs Hamish Jolly 
and Craig Anderson have de¬ 
veloped two lines of wetsuit 
designed to protect divers and 
surfers from sharks. The blue-and-white "Elude" range, designed for divers and 
snorkellers, uses research about sharks' perceptions of light and their colour blind¬ 
ness to essentially "hide you in the water column", Anderson said. The "Diverter" - 
mainly for surfers - is based on what sharks perceive as danger signs in nature, with 
a bold black and white banding patten to imitate an "unpalatablefood item", according 
to UWA researcher Shaun Collin. It is the culmination of a two-year research project 
funded by the Western Australia government following an unprecedented spate of 
shark attacks in the state which claimed five lives in the year to July 2012.

SOWETO (AFP) - In a sweaty 
township gym where Nel¬ 
son Mandela once 
trained as a young 
boxer, athletes are 
still pumping iron 
today, m spired 
by the peace 
icon's example 
as he turned 95 
and fights far 
his life m a 
hospital. 

Things 
haven't changed 
much since the 
early 1950s, when 
a youthful Mandela 
worked out on week 
nights at the Don aid son 
Orlando Community Cen¬ 
tre, or the " D. O " as it’s stil l af- 
fectionateiy known. 

Spartan and slightly mn 
down, the walls ooze with the 
intermingled history of spoil, 
community life and the 
decades-long fight against 
apartheid oppression 

It was here that Mandela 
came to lose himself in sport 
to take lus mind off liberation 
politics. 

Nestled m the heart of 
South Africa’s largest town¬ 
ship just south of Johaniies- 
burg, the community centre 
was also where famous 
African songbird si ike Miriam 


Makeba and Brenda Fassie 
first performed. 

Hie 197(5 riots against the 
imposition of the Afrikaans 
language in black schools 
were planned from the D O as 
Mandela and other leaders lan¬ 
guished in apartheid jails. 

"Here, look, these are the 
very same weights Madiba 
used for training," proud gym 
instructor Sinki Langa, 49, 
told a visiting AFP reporter, 
using Mandela's dan name 

"They have lasted all tiiese 
years," he said as he added an¬ 
other set. to a bar Ins fellow 


trainee Simon Mzizi, 30, v/as 
using to furiously bench-press, 
sweat dripping dawn his face. 

Nearby other fitness enthu¬ 
siasts worked out to the tune a f 
sod tiling music — which un¬ 
usually for a gym included 
opera. 

Hie D.O. -- Dr Soweto 
YMCA as it is called today -- 
opened its doars in 1948* the 
same year die apartheid white 
nationalist government came 
to power 

Built with funds donated by 
Colonel James Donaldson, a 
self-made entrepreneur and 
staunch supporter of the now 
governing African National 
Congress (ANC), the D.O. 
centre includes a hall, and sev¬ 
eral sparsely furnished smaller 
rooms like the one where 
Mandela sparred as a young 
man. 

Today the gym is housed in 
an adjacent hall, winch was 
the original building on the 
grounds erected m 1932. 

Mandela joined the D O in 
around 1950, often taking his 
oldest 10-year-ald sonThembi 
with him 

In a letter to his daughter 
7.inzi while an Rabben island 
where he spent IS of his 27 
y ear s in j ail, M an del a rec all ed 
his days at die gym. 

"Hie walls. of the DOCC 


are drenched with the sweet 
memories that will delight me 
for years," he wrote in the let¬ 
ter, published ui lus 201D bo ok 
"Conversations with Myself 

"When we trained in the 
early 50s the club included 
amateur and professional box¬ 
ers as well as wrestlers,* M an- 
dela wrote to lus daughter, 
who never received the letter 
b ec ause it wa s sn atche d b y hi s 
goalers. 

Training at the D.O. was 
tough and included sparring, 
weight-lifting, road-running 
and push-up s 

"We used to train for four 
days, from Monday ta Thurs¬ 
day and then break o ff," Man- 
dela told journalist Richard 
Stengel m the early 1990s, 
while writing his autobiogra¬ 
phy "Long Walk to Freedom". 

When he v/as handed a life 
sentence in 19(54, Mandela 
kept up the harsh regime of his 
training to stay fit and healthy. 

"I was very fit, and in 
prison, 1 felt veiy fit indeed. 
So I used to tram in prison... 
just as I did outside," Mandela 
said m a transcript of Ins con¬ 
versation with Stengel, given 
to AFP by the Nelson Mandela 
Centre of Memory. 

Mandela was eventually re¬ 
leased from jail m 1990 and in 
1994, he was elected South 


Africa’s first black president. 

In "Long Walk to Free¬ 
dom", Mandela admitted he 
was “never an outstanding 
b oxer". 

14 1 did not enjay the violence 
af boxing as much as the sci¬ 
ence of it." the elderly states¬ 
man said. "It. was a way of 
losing myself in something 
that was not the struggle," 
Mandela wrote. 

" Back m those days, boxing 
was v ery papular it was p art 
of tliat culture," Shakes Tsha- 
balata, Si, who has been in¬ 
volved with the centre from 
tire start told AFP 

Pugilism always played a 
big part m Mandela's life and 
at lus nearby house, today a 
museum, boxing-related items 
like the WBC World Champi¬ 
onship belt donated by Sugar 
Ray Leonard are on display. 

Back at the centre, a new 
generation of youngsters are 
training 

Although few of them box 
today they draw their inspira¬ 
tion from Mandela's example 
in healthy Irving. 

"Mandela was a sportsman 
This is why today he is still 
alive," said gym instructor 
Langa "1 am worried about 
him, but I know hell win. He's 
a fighter," he said.

Retired San Francisco slug¬ 
ger Barry Bands holds the 
Major League Baseball one- 
season record of 73 homers 
from the 3D01 season, al¬ 
though the all-tune US homer 
king's feats were dogged by 
steroid accusations 

The Pittsburgh Pirates, who 
have not had a winning season 
since 1992, reached the break 
at 56-37, one game behind Na¬ 
tional League Central division 
rival St. Louis for the best 
record in the major leagues, 
and could became a surprise 
playoff team. 

The Cardinals (57-36), Ari¬ 
zona Diamondbacks (50-45) 
and Atlanta Braves (54-41) 
lead their divisions with the 
Pirates and Cincinnati setting 
the pace in search of wild-card 
piety off berths in the National 
League. 

The Boston Red Sox, pow¬ 


ered by David Ortiz and

Cabrera tops AL batters with 
a .365 average while St. Louis 
catcher Yadier Molina paces 
NLhitters with a 341 average. 

Cabrera, coming off a Triple 
Crown batting season in 2012 
of leading in hits and homers 
as well as batting average, 
could match Ted Williams and 
Rogers Hornsby as the only 


players to sweep those season 
titles twice in a career and he 
would be the first player to win 
two Triple Crowns m a row if 
he can overtake Davis for 
homers, his 30 being seven shy 
of the Orioles' slugger 

Detroit also boasts a top 
pitcher candidate in Max 
Scherzer, who has 152 strike¬ 
outs in 129 innings, while his 
NL counterpart could be Los 
Angeles Dodgers 1 hurier Clay¬ 
ton Kershaw, who has kept op¬ 
posing batters to a 1 S3 
average.
